The list certainly jublilies th« liinguage of 
the dispatch, that "Secretary Blaine will 
be a very busy man throughout the 
summer." 

In this list are mentioned the Italian 
and Bohring sen complications, Canadian 
reciprocity, Newfoundland fisheries nego- 
tiations-, ilie Chilean troubles, tlie SpLiiiish 
aL'ici ment, the Venezuelan treaty, the 
llaitiiin eoiding station, China's snuh _ of 
our newlv ap|)ointed minister, Peiuviiin 
reiprocity, and the schedule winds up 
with "the trouble over the failure of our 
consul at Vancouver to toast Queen Vic- 
toria." , 

The list is a fonnidable on?; enough to 
tax and tire even the big and active brain 
of the A'crsitile and tirelesa head of our 
state department. It was sufficiently so 
without iiictliidin^ ttfe final addendum, the 
boorish performance of Consul Jay Ewing. 
But that, most likely, will not present any 
embiirra.s.sing complioiitions to the iniiul of 
our energetic and prompt secretary. Ap- 
purrntly the only complication in tliat case 
must relate to the working condition of the 
oflioial guillotine. At tho worst there can 
only be a i|uestioii of a .""hort time for ad 
justing and oiling that instrument for a 
neat, artistic decapitation. 

That such can be the only complic;ition in 
the ease will be appiirent it we rcviTse llui 
picture and siipjioso an iMiglish Tory pres- 
ent as tlic representative of the ISritisli 
Government at an Amciican oMiciul ban- 
quet, and that in response to a toast to our 
President he should sneer at the hitter's 
prerogative and ipiestion the legitimacy of 
onr repuljlican form of government, 'i'his an 
English Tory, if sincere in Iiis party princi- 
ples and expressing his personal sentiments, 
might and would do. ihit the like liasjicver 
happencfl, though there have liecn many 
H'.i'.'li Aiii' rican bamjuels, both on onr own 
and liritish soil, at which English Tories, 
aa representatives of their government, have 
always respectfully and sometimes etl'usively 
responded to the toasting of our Chief Mag- 
istrate. 

There was no reason in the presence of 
Consid Kwing at the Vanciuiver liauquet 
except IIS a i e])resentjtive <if our govern- 
ment. His presence as such repiTsentativi.', 
and his appointment a'J such, implied rela- 
tions of peace and amityb 'tween the United 
States and Great Britnin, and a recognition 
by ours of tliat goverinneut's legitimacy and 
the prerogatives of the Queen. These sent i- 
ments or none the United States consul was 
entitled to express. If he enterloincd per- 
sonal sentiments in conflict with these it 
was his duty either to suppress them or to 
dieavow his representative cttpacity. 

Biit.' Consul Jay Ewing evidently con- 
sidered himself " a bigger mun than Uncle 
Sam.' He considered it more important, 
and of more conaetiuence to the world that 
he should express his individual sentiments 
than that he should reflect the respectful 
and amieahle feelings expressed by his gov- 
ornment in accrediting him to his post, lie 
made the sentiments of his government sub- 
ordinate to those of Jay Kwing. Hut the 
v,'orld cares nothing about the views or feel- 
ings of Jay ICwiiig. In the eyes of tin- 
V world, wliateuer of ill-maiiiiei s iiml dis- 
ICrace attach to liia performanee are charged 
Xp against the country whose chosen reprc- 
seVtative he was.

StrttU'.;c as it may Beem we have 
mosa-baokaof this kind in this new country, 
and, [stranger still, they consider themseh-es 
tho pillars of the Conservative Porty in 
Canada. But they have not in them the 
spirit of the veteran leader of that party. 
He has been tho very reverse of King Log. 
He not only never opposed change when he 
found change to be required, but he be- 
came its most zealous and iiiOBt energetic 
advocate. Tho three great changes that 
have taken placo in Canada, of^late years, 
have had tho Leader of tho Consorvativn 
Party for their prime mover. They were 
Confederation, the Canadian I'acilio Kail- 
way and tlie National Policy. These were 
not mere surface chuiigis tli:it Ijrrmglit 
themsolvea about. They may be said to be 
in politics, in trade and in intercommunica- 
tion, almost if not altogether, 
revolutions. I'^ich was in its day 
opposed by the nioss-hacUs of the 
ivnn.try, whethiM- they called llietiiHelve.s 
('ons'TVativcH or Liberals, whether they 
were old or yonng.

TSB TORPEDO SUPREME. 

There aro some who thiid< that th 
Chilian revolution his (Iciiioiisl rated the 
nselessne.ss of the great armored ships, on 
which tho naval powers of tho world depend 
to m-aintain their rank among pations. The 
insurgents had in their possession two of 
Chili's great iron-clads. They were attacked 
by the torpedo cruiser, " Ahnirantc I^ynch," 
anil sent to the liottDtii. If small and coiii- 
ptinitively inexpensive ships carrying tor- 
pedoes e;ui cirect the deatruotion of immense^ 
armored ships there will be another revolu- 
tion in naval warfare. The biggest .aiad 
the most' expensive of the' ships' of war will 
be declared out of date, and other structures 
must ho built to take their places. If what 
has happened in Chili is to be looked upon 
aa an example of what will take place when 
coast cities are attacked by ships of war, 
tho cities on the sea board of the United 
States need no longer deplore their defence- 
less condition Any number of torpedo 
boats can be built or lilteil U[) at a very 
short notice, and under their protection the 
mostexi)osed of the cities may be considered 
safe, it will be annoying to iind-tliat the 
millions that have been spent in Europe and 
America in building vessels that wcro iti- 
tcnded to be invulnerable have been thrown 
away. But the supremacy of tlie ttjrpedo 
will, it is more than likely, make for the 
continuance of peace.
